Basic reasons which 
would tend to disqualify a 
prospective applicant in- 
clude: drug usage; im- 
moral or disorderly con- 
duct; felony convictions;

“When | was a youngster 
very much interested in 
broadcast journalism, 
there were no black news 
reporters or anchormen on 
television that | could iook 
to," explained Leon Bibb, 
WLWC.-TV-4 newsman, 
Bibb, was one of the 
five black media per- 
sonalities feted at the first 
annual black contributions 
banquet last Saturday at 
the John E. Scales Build- 
ing. 

Bibb, emotionally 
touched by the numerous 
awards presented to him 
and the other honorees-- 
Mary Ann Williams, Liz 
Evans, Chuck White and 
Gerald — Harrington—over- 
whelmed the audience 
with @ moving personal ac- 
count of his journalism 
career and the struggle of 
blacks to gain visibility in 
the elactronic media 

"You haye given me so 
many awards tonight, | 
must be serious for a 
moment," Bibb said. De- 
parting briefly from his pre- 
pared text, Bibb told of his 
indebtedness to a hitch. 
hiker who told him about a 
job opening at TV-4. 

Following is the com. 
plete text of Bibb’s speech: 

When 1 was 4 youngster 
growing up in Cleveland,.! 
was like many other young 
people growing up in the 
period of the 1950's and 
the 1960's. | looked at a lot 
of television. In fact, it has 
often been said that my 
generation (and many of 
you. are in my generation) 
was raised on television, 
My family was one of the 
first on the block to own a 
TV. And in many ways, that 
television was a direct link 
with the rest of the world. 

That television was a4 
black and white set, But 
what my family, the rest of 
Cleveland, and the rest of 
this nation saw inside that 
screen was mostly white, 
Blacks on television were 
few and far between, Oh 
sure, there were “Amos 
and Andy.” There was the 
“Little Rascals” Farina in 
an old movie, and there 
was Stepin Fetchit too. 
And we laughed because 
much of what they had to 
say in those days was 
funny. 

But rarely did we see a 
black person in a dramatic 
role or speaking words of 
wisdom or hosting a 
variety show, or detailing 
the day's events in the 
evening newscast. We 
have come a long way in 
television since those 


days. And there 1s stil a 


ways yet to go, but I'm 
hoping that we will make 
it, :

We all remember the 
days when Louls Satchmo 
Armstrong or Nat King 
Cole or Pearl Bailey was & 
guest on the “Ed Sullivan 
Show.” During the early 
50's, it was common for the 
telephones. in the black 
community to ring as the 
word would go out that 
“one of u& was going to be 
on television.” 


Vo you remember when 
blacks got into television 
commercials? Perhaps we 
never before paid so much 
attention to a commercial, 


Yes, my friends, we have 
come a long way. But there 
is still room for lots of im- 
provement. Let us not for- 
get -~>sre.we have come 
from and tet us not forget 
where we are bound. 


And so | accept this 
award this evening for all 
of us-especially all of us 
who grew up in the days 
before black faces were on 
television. If | have done 
well, then | am pleased. If! 
have done well, part of it is 
a result of your efforts. . . 
and the way you have re- 
ceived me, 


| have felt your in- 
spiration and | have been 
well aware that we five to- 
night and the many other 
blacks in radio and tele- 
vision in Columbus and 
around the country are 
something new in a very 
young industry. And be- 
cause we are new, we want 
to do the best that we can, 
for much effort was put 
forth to get us here. 


But let us not forget the 
future. We must not fall 
short in our program to be- 
eomeé participants in all as- 
pects of the.industry.and in 
all aspects of American 
life.

The MA program is an 
interdisciplinary program 
that has specific required 
courses and the option to 
work in another depart- 
ment, such as history, 
sociology and theatre. 

There are presently three 
option plans: Plan A, 
which requires 45 hours of 


course work and 5 hours of 
community work; Plan B, 
being of the examination 
and comprehensive type, 
both written and oral; and 
Plan C, which requires 45 
hours of course work and 
10 hours in field work. 


Areas the program con- 
centrates on are politics, 
urban economics and geo- 
graphy, literature, history, 
and community jevelop- 
ment. 


In its first year within its 
MA program, there were a 
total of five students to 
graduate the BSD. This 
year there is estimated to 
be 12 graduates. Thirty 
graduates are predicted for 
next year, 

The BSD also gives 
student financial assist- 
ance’ whenever possible.

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On our recent trip to Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Arkansas, we noticed. that black players seem to 
dominate the scene in high school and college basket- 
ball, Many schools have integrated basketball teams. 

Lexington's Henry Clay started five black players in 
upsetting the all-black team from Louisville Central 62- 
60 in the Kentucky state high schoo! semi-finals. Central 
won the state title last year. 

In the second state semi-final game in Kentucky, 
Louisville Male, another, all-black team, eliminated 
Christian County 83-74. 

The semi-final games in Kentucky are played in the 
morning and the championship.game-is.played-the.same 
day at 8 p.m. Louisville Male won the Kentucky State 
crown by defeating Henry Clay 74-59. 

Kentucky must be labeled the basketball state of the 
year, Two universities from the Blue Grass state will play 
in the National Collegiate Basketball finals in San Diego 
March 29, 

The first game of the tournament sends, 4th ranked 
Kentucky against unranked Syracuse. Louisville, the 
nation's No. 3 ranked téam, will take on UCLA, the No. 2 
ranked team in the nation. Winners of these two games 
meet for the national championship Monday, Mar. 31. 

Kentucky defeated Indiana 92-90 to win the NCAA 
Mideast Regional title at Dayton last Saturday 

We were on hand last Thursday to see the Wildcats 
drop Central Michigan 93-73 and Indiana run away from 
Oregon State 81-71. All four teams had at least five black 
players on the squad. 

In the second half, Jack Givens and Larry Johnson, 
two of Kentucky's five black players, scored 16 of the 
Wildcats last 24 points to give them a comfortable lead 
in the last five minutes of the game.

In Louisville's 78-63 victory over Cincinnati in the 
NCAA semi-finals at Las Cruces, N.M., Murphy scored 13 
points, Bridgeman 20 and Gallon 16. Williams, formerly 
of South, scored four points. 

He also scored 16 points Saturday to help the Bear- 
cats stop Notre Dame 95-67 in the consolation game. 
Adrian Dantley, All-American forward, scored 34 points 
for Notre Dame, 

Louisville defeated 4th ranked Maryland 96-82 for the 
NCAA Midwest Regional championship. Wesley Cox, 
another outstanding black player on Louisville, hit for 15 
points, Murphy had 20, Bunton 13, and Bridgeman 13. 

Syracuse upset North Carolina 78-76 in the NCAA 
East Regional semi-finals and Kansas State defeated 
Boston College 74-65. 

Chuckie Williams, who played his high school 
basketball at East, scored 32 points for Kansas State 
against Boston College. 

In the championship game against Syracuse, 
Wonuckie Cay He 95 points bit the wildeats toa F 
overtime game to the Orangemen: 

With nine seconds to go in regular time, Chuckie 
sank a field goal from the left corner of the court to give 
KSU a 76-74 lead. Syracuse tied the score in the last two 
seconds to send the game into overtime. Williams was 
selected as the outstanding player in the East Regional 
tournament. 

The University of Tennessee finished in a third place 
tie with Auburn behind co-leaders Alabama and Ken- 
tucky in the Southeastern Conference. The Vols sent 
one of their assistant coaches, to Ohio to look at Phil 
Hubbard of Canton McKinley. He rated Hubbard as the 
best player he had seen in 20 states. 


Bernard King, an outstanding black forward on UT,» 


led the Vols and the SEC in scoring. In 25 games he 
scored 639 points for a 26.6 average. He shot 60.9 from 
the field, 78.2 from the free throw line and pulled down 
298 rebounds. He was named to UPI second Aill- 
American team: 

The United Press International 1974-75 All-American 
college team consisted of David Myers, UCLA; David 
Thompson, N.C, State; Adrian Dantley, Notre Dame; 
John Lucas, Maryland and Scott May, Indiana, The latter 
four are black players and three of them are from the 
South.

Sooner or later we are going to come up 
with a formula that will result-in a penal 
system that does more than provide fur- 
ther expertise in criminality for inmates, 
but it is already shockingly obvious: that 
Ohio's new shock parole provisions is not 
an answer. 

A recent study reveals that within the 
first ten months under this statute, sharp- 
shooting lawyers and addlepated judges 
have teamed up to release 690 felons, Of 
this number there were 279 armed rob- 
bers, 91 burglars and two rapists. The two 

_fapists were feleased after serving less 
than nine months of their sentences. 

When the shock parole formula was first 
Offered, it was publicized as a program 
that would be limited to persons, largely 
first offenders, who for special reasons, in- 
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cluding health, would not be able to sur- 
vive the trauma of lengthy imprisonment. 

But criminal lawyers were quick to see 
the fast-buck possibilities in this “escape 
valve," and overworked judges and 
frustrated penal officials, (the first with 
Staggering dockets and the latter with 
wall-to-wall prisoners) proved to be Gasy 
marks. : 

Because of these obvious abuses, 
House Minority Whip Alan E. Norris (R-27) 
of Westerville, will introduce a maior anti- 
crime bill that will clamp down on repeat 
offenders, and bar shock Paroles for 
rapists, armed robbers and drug pushers. 


We hope the Ohio Legislature, on both 
sides of the aisle, will give this bill the sup- 
port it deserves. 


Citizen Input Is Seen As 
Step In Right Direction 


Columbus City Councilman M.D. Port- 
man was probably motivated by politics 
when he created a committee to study and 
recommend ways for improving citizen 
Participation in city government, but the 
CALL - POST buys it lock, stock and 
barrel, for we are convinced that it's a step 
in the right direction. 

Portman, one of six candidates seeking 
the mayoralty nomination at the June 3 
Primary election, appointed Councilmen 
Fran Ryan, Charles (Jerry) Hammond and 
Daniel Schoedinger to investigate the 
structure of citizen commissions to the 
end of stimulating citizen input to city 
government, Hammond was designated 
chairman of the panel. 

Noting that with the phase out of the 
Model Cities legislation this year, “we are 
about to lose a major citizen involvement 
component,” Portman said the Community 
Development Act calls for citizen involve- 
ment in program delivery. 


“For these and other reasons," he ad- 
ded,” it is time that the city begins looking 
closely at various citizen involvement 
models in the hope that we can extract 
from our own and other cities experience 
the most effective means of including this 
input.” 

Specifically, the committee is authorized 
to: 

Investigate past citizen participation 
models and studies (such as the UCC 
study) from Columbus and other cities. 

Draw from community and professional 
expertise, as well as City Hall Depart- 
ments, their concepts of\tyture structure 
for citizen involvement in Columbus.

The Threat Of Lethargy 


The fatest U.S. Census Bureau sur- 
veys show that only 45 percent of 
Americans of voting age said they went 
to the polls in the 1974 Congressional 
elections, The worst-offenders, it turns: 
Out, were the young voters who, not too 
long ago, were beating the drums for a 
lowering of the voting age. Only 24 per- 
cent of those between 18 and 24 cast 
votes, compared with 58 percent for 
people 55 to. 64. Second worse offen- 
ders were black voters, who more than 
any other segment of the American 
electorate, can least afford this sort of 
indifference.

In the aftermath of his refreshing ap- 
proach, there are some early signs that 
the Caucus, held intact despite the 
Wefection of some leaders, might well 
be on the way to effectiveness, with 
common concerns bringing back many 
with much to contribute.

in black churches. These revivals are ar- 
chaic, obsolete and irrelevant to the con- 
ditions and circumstances of black people 
in this country today. 

Revivals are, historically, relevant only 
to a period in American history which 
goes back to either the post-Revolutionary 
or. the pre-Civil War periods. And 
especially the post-Reconstruction period. 

Today, however revivals are used to 
resuscitate old, archaic and obsolege 
beliefs that have been germaine only to 
those eras and periods of the past. It is 
tragic that our black churches are attemp- 
ting to popularize revivals which are not 

licable to today's circumstances and 
conditions. 

Perhaps revivals, in the past, were 
relevant and very much needed to address 
the issues of those times. There is an ef- 
fort on the part of certain segments of the 
black church to apply 18th and 19th cen- 
po! egg to 20th and 21st century con- 
ditions, This is tragic. 

Revivals today are very simplistic; they

In another way of saying it, revivalism 
directly and inadvertently blames the 
black man's condition upon himself, rather 
than upon a racist society. Revivalism 
preaches the “depravity” of man rather 
than the deprivation of man by a racist 
society. 

Black people are told, under revivalism, 
that to obtain a better life they must seek a 
better relationship with:God, rather than 
fight their oppressors are giving them 
@ life of deprivation. 

Under revivalism, black people are told 
to go directly to God for help, rather than 
organize among themselves a way to fight 
the pernicious conditions created by their 


white o rs, 

Revivalism preaches that baptism is the 
birth into some sort of abstract, ethereal 
realm of existence, rather than a birth into 
an idea of transforming this world into a 
tangible and concrete world of peace and 
security.

The recession or depression, whatever 
you want to ‘call it; the economic con- 
ditions of this nation with its attendant 
unemployment, is a real challenge to 
Black people. 

As usual, hard times cause peoplo to 
take inventory of themselves, their living 
habits, their jobs, as well as their social 
life. Such an inventory determines how 
much belt-tightening they must make, if 
any. 

As one who lived through the 
depression of the thirties, | know that 
economic conditions do not affect 
everybody the sais, 1 also Know that bait: 
tightening stimulates many people to use 
their assets to take advantage of new op- 
portunities. industrious people will do 
many things before they will go on relief or 
starve. It is a time when the survival in- 
stinct asserts itself. That's why the fittest 
always survive. 

Contrary to what the unemployment 
figures show, most Negroes are not unem- 
ployed or on relief. True, we have been hit 
hard in the automotive industry layoffs. 

Since we have been employed in these 
| arestty for a long time, proportionately 

lacks have as much seniority as whites. 
So we are not being disproportionately 
laid off. Likewise, we have built up 
seniority in the steel industries. There are 
many other job categories where our 
people have built up enough seniority to 
protect their jobs. 

in times like these, those workers with 
bad work habits and high absenteeism 
records are the most likely to be let go, 
and the last to be recalled. 

So, if the presenf unemployment rate 
brings home the fact that good work 
habits are a safeguard against losing your 
job, many of our people will have learned 
a good lesson, 

ine of the discouraging aspects. in the 
present economic crises, is the lack of in- 
telligent political leadership on the part of 
Black politicians. With the state and 
national governments devising many 
programs to stimulate the economy and 
provide jobs, most of our Black elected of- 
ficials are at a complete loss as to what to 
do to help their Black constituents. 

The areas with the greatest need of 
reconstruction are the old areas in our in- 
ner citles. Abandoned factories in various 
degrees of disrepair, stand as mute 
evidence of industries that have aban- 
doned the ‘inner cities for the suburbs, 
carrying with them thousands of jobs. 

Our counclimen and state legislators are

Despite the vicious (and thus far suc- 
cessful) delaying actions in Boston by 
bigoted whites, the federal courts are ex- 
pected to continue to find for the plaintiffs 
in desegregation suits where a pattern of 
pupil segregation is an actuality and 
schoo! officials have not come forward 
with a suitable time-table to achieve 
desegregation. j 

No Cleveland school official, nor even 
their most skillful | rs, can. suc- 
cessfully claim that our Cleveland system 
has achieved any meaningful amount of 

regation, Over the years the rigid 
housing segregation that has confined the 
majority black population to the inner city 
ghettoes or exploded them into fringe 
areas, has set the pattern for all-black and 
all-white schools. Until the advent of the 
Administration of Paul Briggs as superin- 
tendent, and Arnold Pinkney as School 
Board president, prior regimes have 
blissfully followed the concept of “the 
neighborhood school” to widen and to 
perpetuate this segregated pattern. 

In. recent rc, “ne present -shoal‘ad- 
ministration has made a valiant attempt to 
improve the quality of inner-city schools; 
to «provide better teachers and more

If industries 
return to the Inner cities, so will jobs, Jobs 
that will be easy to get.to. 

it was the inner city neighborhoods that 
bore-the brunt of the riots and destruction 
of the fifties and sixties. None of these 
neighborhoods have been rebuilt. They 
stand today as tragic reminders of a 
terrible mistake; of uncontrolled 
vengeance and the misdirection of hate. 

Not only have’ these neighborhoods not 
been rebuilt, they have actually 
deteriorated more. Abandoned and burned 
out buildings abound here, 

if our Black legislators were alert and 
knowledgeable as they should be, they 
ought to be battling everyday to get 
legislative authority for programs to 
rebuild and revitalize these neigh- 
borhoods., 

Not only will these kind of programs 
provide jobs, but will reestablish property 
values, rebuild the neighborhoods and 
wipe out the stigma of ghettoes. 

Here is an area where Black people can 
effectively help themselves. 

The only person who has come up with 
such a program, is Gov, James A. Rhodes. 
One of his four proposals is a con- 
stitutional amendment to permit a $2.5 
billion bond issue which will be repaid 
over 30 years from proceeds of a 7/10ths 
of one-per cent tax on sales. 

This money would be spent to rebuild 
our inner cities, bring in needed industry 
and thousands of jobs. 

So far, this important and much needed 
proposal has had scant mention, let alone 
support from arly of our legislators. 

it’s not sufficient to cry about times 
being hard unless we are willing to do 
something about it ourselves. The Black 
community is not helpless or hopeless. We 
have many resources to call upon. 
However, entirely too many of us are sit- 
ting back complaining, waiting for 
somebody else to do something for us. 

The federal and state governments are 
going to spend billions of dollars to bail 
out our sagging economy, If we don’t get 
our share for our neighborhoods, it will be 
our fault. No other area of our cities have a 
more valid claim for help than ours. 
However, if we remain silent; and, our 
elected officials are more interested in 
party politics than help for their people, 
then we will again be left out and get 
nothing from all the money that will be 
spent,

of non-white and non-affluent families. 
Add to this the fact that most’big - city 
systems are traditionally underfinanced, 
and that local school boards are most of- 
ten made up of those with status and 
leisure to serve in “public service,” one 
can account for the many years of 
previous insensitivity to the needs of 
blacks and minorities, 

if indeed the scores of our children in 
predominately black schools were not so 
scholastically inferior to those of children 
in ptedominately white schools, nobody 
would be showing any enthusiasm for the

Neverthless, the black community can 
no longer sit idly by while our public 
school systems continue to turn out 
children so poorly equipped to survive in 
the rapidly changing world about them; a 
world in which a quality education is 
almost as vital to thelr survival as the air 
they breathe.
